The ASCE Committee on Critical Infrastructure (CCI) is pleased to offer this training in 
cooperation with the Applied Technology Council (ATC) and the California Office of Emergency 
Services (OES) Safety Assessment Program (SAP).  SAP and ATC have developed the ATC-
20-1 “Procedures for Postearthquake Safety Evaluation of Buildings Field Manual” and the “SAP 
Evaluation Manual” for evaluating the safety of buildings and other facilities (with emphasis on 
buildings) after earthquakes, winds, floods and fire. These procedures and guidelines are 
written specifically for volunteer structural engineers, as well as building inspectors and 
structural engineers from city building departments and other regulatory agencies, who would 
be required to make on-the-spot evaluations and decisions regarding the continued entry, use, 
operation and occupancy of damaged buildings and other facilities.
